Several Buildings Destroyed in Sac- 


SACRAMENTO, July 24.—[By the Asso- 
At 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing fire broke out near the middle of a block 
of Chinese rookeries boardering on China 
Slough.

He had resided in the Monte two or 
three years, devoting himself to farm- 
ing.

About a week ago. he left his home 
with a two-mule team for the osten- 
sible purpose of going to Bald win's to 
get money to pay his men off. When 
he did not return the same night no one 
thought anything of it, as he was in the 
habit of remaining away from homea 
week at a time. It now seems that he 
drove into the willows, unhitched his 
mules from the wagon and tied them 
to some saplings with chain halters. 
When the animals were found one of 
them had = ahole in the ground 
four feet deep and was dead, and the 
other was almost dead and hardly able 
to move. 

After tying his team Rector had 
laid his overcoat on the ground for 
blanket, taken his under coat off an 
folded it up for a pillow, then taken a 
fatal dose and composed himself to 
sleep with his hat over his face.

HISTORICAL MILESTONES 827 
UP ON THIS DATE 


The Battle of Lundy’s Lane—S¢ 
James the Great—St. Christopher 
—William Sharp—Charles Dib- 

den, the Song-writer. 


In the incursion across the Niagara 
River in July, 1813, under the command 
of Gen. Jacob Brown, the battle of 
Chippewa, of July 5th, was followed 
on the 25th by the contest on Lundy’s 
Lane, a highway which tan along 
Niagara River to Lake Ontario. 
Brown’s force was less than 3000, that 
of the enemy nearly 5000. Col. Win- 
field Scott led the attack at 4 p. m., and 
held his ground till reinforcements un- 
der Maj. Jessup arrived and turned the 
enemy’s flank, when Scott’s men took 
many prisoners. Gen. Brown, seeing 
that a battery near by on the hill oce u- 
pied by the British caused serious an- 
noyance, turned to Col. James Miller 
and asked: “Can you take that bat- 
tery?”’ „1 will try, sir.“ Close up, 
men,“ was his only command as the 
gallant Twenty-first moved up the hil] 
and captured the guns, amid cheers 
that were heard above the roar of the 
falls. The British made three attempta 
to recapture the battery, but without 
success. Gen. Brown and Gen. Scott 
were both wounded, and Gen. Ripley 
having assumed the command returned 
to Fort Erie. 

St. James the Great, two of the seven 
saints to whom July 25th is consecrated 
in the calendar, enjoy a wide celebrity 
St. Jamesche Great, patron saint of 
Spain, and St. Christopher. According 
to the legend, James preached the 
gospel in Spain, and, afterwards re- 
turning to Palestine, became the first 
Bishop of Jerusalem. He suffered 
martyrdom by order of Herod Agrippa 
in the year 44. Some Spanish converts 
who had followed him to Jerusalem, 
rescued his holy relics, and con- 
veyed them to Spain, where they were 
discovered in the eighteenth 
The Spaniards hold St. James 
in the ighest veneration, and, if their 
history may be believed, with 
reason. At the battle of Clavijo, 
fought in the year 841, between Ramiro, 
King of Leon, and the Moors, when 
the day was going hard against the 


Christians, Jame appeared 
in the eld in his own proper 
person armed with a sword 


of dazzling splendor and mounted on a 
white horse, having housings charged 
with scallop shells; he slew 60,000 
Moorish infidels, and gained the day 
for Spain and Christianity. 
great Spanish order of knighthood, St. 
James of the Sword, was founded to 
commemorate this event, giving the 
historian Gibbon occasion to observe 
that “a stupendous metamorphosis 
was performed in the ninth century, 
when, from a peaceful fisherman of the 
Lake of Gennesareth, the Apostle 
James was transformed into a valor- 
ous knight who charged at the head of 
Spanish chivalry in battles against the 
oors. The gravest historians have 
celebrated his exploits; the miracu- 
lous sbrine of Compostella displayed 
is power; and the sword of a military

He was several 
times arrested and examined before 
the Privy Council on suspicion of 
treasonable practices; and on one oc- 
casion, after he had been plagued 
with many irrelevant questions, 
22 out of his pocket a prospectus 
or subscribing to his rtralt of Gen.

CHARLES DIBDEN. 

One of the most popular song-writers 
of the last century was Charles Dib- 
den, the writer of celebrated seasongs, 
who died July 25, 1814.

was the eighteenth child of a silver- 
smith, and his mother was nearly 50

and sent him to Winchester, but so 
strong was his passion for music and 
the theater that he ran away to 
London at the age of 16, and managed 


“The Shepherd’s Artifice,” written 
and composed by himself. A few years 
later he made his appearance as an 
actor, and in 1778 became musical di- 
rector of Covent Garden at a salary of 
£10 a week. His sea songs were so 
highly esteemed by the Government 
for their effect in encouraging the offi- 
cers and men of the navy that he was 
subsequently given a pension of 2200.
